WHEN. it is conſidered how greatly the happineſs of every nation 3 on the ' 
giſdom with which their government is adminiſtered, the occaſion Which has called 
you together at this early ſeaſon, cannot but be regarded as unuſually important. | 

The period fixed for the election of a Preſident of the United States is approaching; 
and the meaſures preparatory to it in this ſtate, are now to be taken. In every poſſi- 
ble ſituation of our national affairs, whether of peace or war, of tranquility or ferment, 
of proſperity or misfortune, this object will not ceaſe to demand the utmoſt care and 
circumſpection. 

Hitherto the eberts ent ariſing Rem competitions, and from the tices} inci- 
dent to them, have not been experienced: they have been excluded by the uniform 
and univerſal confidence repoſed in that illuſtrious patriot, who, being diſtinguiſhed as 
the father and ornament of his country, by a ſeries of great and diſintereſted ſervices, 
was alſo eminently qualified by an uncommon OS of virtues and talents, for | 
that important and exalted ſtation. | 

But that extraordinary man having, with admirable witli and brrvicude” RT Ove 
ed the nation through various viciſſitudes and unpropitious circumſtances to an unex- 
ampled degree of proſperity, is now about to retire. Mankind has not been accuſtom- 
ed to ſee the higheſt military and civil powers of a nation ſo received, uſed and reſign- 

ed, as they have been in this glorious inſtance. Every reflection and ſentiment con- 
nected with this intereſting ſubject, will naturally ariſe in your minds. May the ſame 
benevolent, wiſe, and over-ruling Providence, which has ſo conſtantly and remarkably 
ſuſtained and protected us, preſide over the public deliberations and ſuffrages. 

It gives me pleaſure to inform you, that at a treaty held in this city, under the au- 
thority of the United States, a final agreement has been concluded between this State 
and the Indian tribes, who call themſelves the Seven Nations of Canada. Although 
their title to the territory they claimed was not unqueſtionable, yet it was judged more 
conſiſtent with ſound policy, to extinguiſh their claims, and conſequently their ani- 

moſities, by a ſatisfactory ſettlement, than leave the ſtate expoſed to the inconvenien- 
cies which always reſult from diſputes with Indian tribes. Beſides, conſidering our 
ſtrength and their comparative weakneſs, every appearance of f raking advantage o 
that weakneſs, was to be avoided. 

The claims of the Mohawks to certain other lands, ſtill remain to be adjuſted ; but 
there is reaſon to expect that theſe may alſo be amicably ſettled ; and that the period 
is not far diſtant, when the Indians on our borders, having convincing proofs of our juſ- 
tice and moderation, will by good offices and a friendly intercourſe, be led to rely on 
our benevolence and protection, and to view our proſperity as connected with their own 

[ ſubmit to your conſideration, whether the payments to be annually made to the 
different tribes, who are entitled to them by contracts with the ſtate, ſhould not be fo 
ordered, as that they may be e paid, in a uniform wan. and at a fixed 
expence. 

Difficulties were experienced in executing the W intentions of the Legi. 
lature reſpecting a Lazaretto in the vicinity of this city. Ground conveniently ſitua- 
ted could not be purchaſed ; and the placing it on Governor's Hland, where it could 
not have been erected at a proper diſtance from the garriſon, was liable to ſtrong objec- 
tions, Theſe difficulties have been removed by the liberality of the Corporation of the 
city. They have gratuitouſly conveyed Bedlow's Iſland to the State, for this and ſuch 
other public uſes as the Legiſlature may from time to time direct. Certain buildings, erect- 
ed there by the French Republic, have been purchaſed, and prepared to ſerve the pur- 
poſe of a Lazaretto for the preſent—But as additions and alterations will be neceſſary; 
and as precautions ſhould be taken to prevent that iſland from being further diminiſh- 

ed by encroachments of the water, the appropriation of ſome . for theſe objects. | 
will be requiſite. 

The meaſures preſcribed by law to prevent the bringing and ſpreading of infectious 
leaſes j in this ſtate, have been taken, and faithfully executed. It is however to be la- 
mented, that cafes of the like fever with that which in the laſt year proved fo fatal to 
dus city, have occurred; and there is at preſent very little reaſon to doubt whether that 

leaſe may be generated here. The ſubject of nuiſances therefore, having become im- 
bortant to the ſafety as well as to the comfort of our fellow citizens, well deſerves the

Precarious is the peace and ſecurity of that people who are not prepared to defend 
themſelves. Permit me to obſerve that this ſtate has but one port, and that, important 
as ãt is to the whole ſtate, its ſituation cannot yet be deemed ſecure. The fortifications that 
were begun are ſtill unhniſhed ; and it appears to me to merit conſideration, whether 
this port can otherwile be ſecured than by ſkilfully fortifying the paſſage at the Nar. 
rows. It cannot be too frequently recollected, that ſeaſons of peace and proſperity are 
the moſt favorable for meaſures and works of this kind. N Ts 
Conſidering the funds which the ſtate poſſeſſes; the appropriations which have been 
and will be made, for various public uſes; the accounts conſequent to ſuch appropria. 
tions, and the evident utility of ſo arranging and conducting our fiſcal affairs, as that 
the funds may be adyantageouſly managed, accounts with individuals regularly ſettled 
and the balances due to and from them punctually paid—I think it my duty to ug. 
geſt, whether more adequate proviſion for theſe objects ſhould not be made. 
Although our taxes have for years paſt been inconſiderable, and although there is at 
preſent no proſpect of our being prefled by any neceſſity to increaſe them, yet it is to be 
preſumed, from the viciflitudes which attend human affairs, that at ſome future period 
more ample contributions may become indiſpenſable ; would it not, therefore, be 
prudent, at this calm and tranquil ſeaſon, to adopt and eſtabliſh ſuch rules and regula- 
tions for taxation, as being perfectly conſiſtent with the principles of juſtice and ration- 
al liberty, and gradually acquiring the advantages of experience and uſage, may re- 
lieve this delicate ſubject from many of the perplexing queſtions about principle, mode 
and manner, which at all times are difficult, and which are particularly embarraſling 
in times of anxiety and agitation,  _ %%ͤ; Een 
The diſtreſſed ſituation in which the French refugees from St. Domingo arrived 
here, induced the Legiſlature to provide for them in a very beneficent manner, —— 
The ſums allotted for their ſupport have been expended, and the accounts audited and 
ſettled many of thoſe unfortunate perſons have left the ſtate ; bur it is repreſented 
to me, that a number of old perſons and children are ſtill here, and in a ſituation ſo 
deſtitute and wretched, that I cannot forbear mentioning it to you. They cannot 
with propriety be conſidered as the poor of any particular diſtrict— their fate is pecu- 
liar as well as diſtreſſing, and they appear to me as having become by the diſpenſations 
of Providence the poor of the ſtate. : | 5 
It often happens that perſons, not urged by circumſtances equally preſſing, come in- 
to the ſtate, from diſtant parts, and in many inſtances become burthenſome to it. This 
ſubject ſeems to call for fome regulations, eſpecially as the law heretofore paſſed rela- 
tive to it has ceaſed to operate. „„ . 
I ought not to omit informing you, that the honorable Mr. King having been ap- 
pointed Minifter Plenipotentiary to the Court of Great-Britain, and accepted that 
place, his ſeat in the Senate of the United States has become vacant. 
In the courſe of your deliberations on the affairs of the ſtate, and the means of pre- 
ſerving and increaſing the public welfare, many intereſting ſubjects will riſe into vie“ — 
Such as theſe, among others: The manner in which the ſalt ſprings may be rendered 
moſt uſeful, and the woods in the neighborhood of them beft preſerved —The facili- 
ties and encouragement that may be proper towards obtaining an accurate map of the 
whole ſtate-—Fhe neceſſity of rendering the laws, reſpecting roads and bridges, More 
effectual—and of reviſing and amending thoſe. which relate to the militia, and which 
direct the inſpection of certain of our ſtaple. commodities. As theſe and various other 
objects derive importance from their relations to the general welfare, they will, I af 
perſuaded, receive a proportionate degree of your attention; and I aſſure you, that i 
is no leſs my deſire than it is my duty, to co-operate with you, in guarding, and pro- 
moting the proſperity and happineſs of our fellow- citizens.

that important truſt, it appears to me proper, eſpecially as it may .conduce to a more 

diſtinct expreſſion of the public voice, that I ſhould now appriſe you of the reſolution 1 

have formed, to decline being conſidered among dhe number of thoſe, out of whom a 
choice 1s to be made, 

I beg you, at the ſame time, to do me the juſtice to be aſſured, that this reſolution 
has not been taken, without a ſtrict regard to all the conſiderations appertaining to the 
relation, which binds a dutiful citizen to his country ; and that, in withdrawing the 
tender of ſervice which ſilence in my ſituation might imply, I am influenced by no 
diminution of zeal for your future intereſts ; no deficiency of grateful reſpect for your 
paſt kindneſa.; but am ſupported by a full conviction that the ſtep is compatible with 
both.

ment, the beſt exertions of which a very fallible judgment was capable. Not uncon- 
{cious, in the outſet, of the inferiority of my qualifications, experience in my own eyes,

For this yon have every inducement of ſympathy and intereſt. Citizens by birth or 
choice, of a common country, that country has a right to concentrate your affecti Ons.

{ſees its agriculture grow, and its commerce expand. Turning partly into its own chan- 
nels the ſeamen of the North, it finds its particular navigation invigorated ; and while it 
contributes; in different ways, to nouriſh and increaſe the general maſs of the national 
navigation; it looks forward to the protection ef a maritime ſtrength, to which itſelf is 
unequally adapted. The Eaſt, in a like intercourſe with the Meſt, already finds, and 


in the progreſſive improvement of interior communications, by land and water, will

rnefſimabile value! they muſt derive from Union -an-exemption from thoſe broils and 


Wars betwern themſelves, which fo frequently: aftlit neighboring countries, not tied to- 


gether by the ſame government; which their own rivalſhips alone would be ſufficient 
to produce; but which oppoſite foreign alliances; attachments and intrigues would ſtimu- 
late and :embitter.Hence likewiſe they will avoid the neceſſity of the overgrown mili- 
tary eſtabliſhments, which under any form of government are inauſpicious to liber, 


and which are to be regarded as particularly hoſtile to Republican Liberty; in this ſenſe 


it is, that: your Union ouglit to be confidered as a main prop of your liberty, and that 
the love of the one bought to endear to you the preſervation of the other. 

Theſe conſſtlerations fpeak a perfuaſive language to every reflecting and virtuo 
mind, and exhibit the continuance of the Union as a primary ob ject of patriotic deſire.

Without looking forward to an extremity of this kind (which nevertheleſs ought not 
to be entirely out of ſight) the common and continual miſchiefs of the ſpirit of party are 
ſufficient to make it the intereſt and duty of a wiſe people, to diſcourage and reſtrain it. 
It ſerves always to diſtract the Public Councils, and enfeeble the Public Adminiſtra- 
tion.

enmities of the other, betrays the former into a participation in the quarrels and wars of 
the latter, without adequate inducement or juſtification. It leads alſo to conceſſions to 
the favorite nation of privileges denied to others, which is apt doubly to injure the 
nation making the conceſſions; by unneceſſarily parting with what ought to have been 


retained; and by exciting jealouſy, ill-will, and a diſpoſition to retaliate, in the parties 
from whom equal privileges are withheld : And it gives to ambitious, corrupted, or 


deluded citizens (who devote themſelves to the favorite nation) facility to betray, or 
ſacrifice the intereſts of their own country, without odium, ſometimes even with popu- 
larity ; gilding with the appearances of a virtuous ſenſe of obligation, a commendahle 
deference for public opinion, or a laudable zeal for public good, the baſe or fooliſh 
compliances of ambition, corruption or infatuation. „ . 


As avenues to foreign influence in innumerable ways, ſuch attachments are particy. 


larly alarming to the truly enlightened and independent Patriot. How many oppor- 
. tunities do they afford to tamper with domeſtic factions, to practiſe the arts of ſeduction, 


to miſlead public opinion, to influence or awe the Public Councils ! Such an attach- 
ment of a {mall or weak, towards a great and powerful nation, dooms the former to he 
the ſatellite of the latter, = jj ne Ca mod 3 3 
Againſt the inſiduous wiles of foreign influence (I conjure you to believe me, fellow 
citizens !) the jealouſy of a free people ought to be cogſfantly awake; ſince hiſtory and 
experience prove that foreign influence is one of the moſt baneful foes of Republican 
Government. But that jealouſy to be uſeful muſt be impartial; elſe it becomes the in- 
ſtrument of the very influence to be avoided, inſtead of a defence againſt it Exceſſive 
partiality for one foreign nation, and exceſſive diſlike to another, cauſe thoſe whom 
they actuate to ſee danger only on one fide, and ſerve to veil and even ſecond the arts 


of influence on the other.—Real patriots, who may reſiſt the any ha of the favour- 
ite, are liable to become ſuſpected and odious; while its tools and c 


upes uſurp the ap- 


plauſe and confidence of the people, to ſurrender their intereſts.

The great rule of conduct for us in regard to foreign nations, is in extending our eom- 


mercial relations, to have with them as little political connection as poſſible. So far as 


we have already formed engagements, let them be fulfilled with perfect good faith. — 
Here let us ſtop. „ e ES | 

Europe has a ſet of primary intereſts, which to us have none, or a very remote relation. 
Hence ſhe muſt be engaged in frequent controverſies, the cauſes of which are efſential- 
ly foreign to our concerns. Hence, therefore, it muſt be unwiſe in us to implicate 
ourſelves by artificial ties, in the ordinary viciſſitudes of her politics, or the ordinary 
combinations and collifions of her friendſhips or enmities, 5 

Our detached and diſtant ſituation invites and enables us to purſue a different courſe. 
If we remain one people, under an efficient government, the period is not far of 
when we may defy material injury from external annoyance ; when we may take ſuch 
an attitude as will cauſe the neutrality, we may at any time reſolve upon, to be ſcru- 


pulouſly reſpected ; when belligerent nations under the impoſſibility of making acqu- 
ſitions upon us, will not lightly hazard the giving us provocation; when we may chooſe 


peace or war, as our intereſt, guided by juſtice, ſhall counſel. : 
Why forego the advantages of ſo peculiar a fituation ? Why quit our own to ſtand 

upon foreign ground? Why by interweaving our deſtiny with any part of Europe, en- 

tangle our peace and proſperity in the toils of European ambition, rivalſhip, interel, 


humor or caprice ? 


"Tis our true policy to ſteer clear of permanent alliances, with any portion of the for- 
eign world; ſo far, I mean, as we are now at liberty to do it; for let me not be w- 


derſtood as capable of patronizing infidelity to exiſting engagements. I hold the maxim 


no Mg applicable to public than to private affairs, that honeſty is always the beſt pol 


icy, I repeat it therefore, let thoſe engagements be obſerved in their genuine ſenſe. 


But in my opinion, it is unneceſſary and would be unwiſe to extend them. 
Taking care always to keep ouzlelves, by ſuitable eſtabliſhments, on a reſpectable de 


, . 1 
ſenſive poſture, we may ſafely truſt to temporary alliances for extraordinary emergen- 
” Harun; liberal intercourſe with all nations, are recommended by policy, humanity, 
and intereſt. - But even our commercial policy ſhould hold an equal and impartial hand; 
neither ſeeking nor granting excluſi ve favors or preferences; conſulting the natural 
courſe of things; diffuſing and diverſifying by gentle means the ſtreams of commerce, 

but forcing nothing; eſtabliſhing, with powers fo diſpoſed, in order to give trade a 
fable courſe, as to define the rights of our merchants, and to enable the government to 
ſupport them, conventional rules of intercourſe, the beſt that preſent circumſtances 
znd mutual opinion will permit, but temporary, and liable to be from time to time a- 
bandoned or varied, as experience and circumſtances ſhall dictate; conftantly keeping 
in view, that tis folly in one nation to look for diſintereſted favors from another; that 
it muſt pay with a portion of its independence for whatever it may accept under that 
character; that by ſuch acceptance, it may place itſelf in the condition of having 

given equivalents for nominal fayors, and yet of being reproached with ingratitude 
for not giving more, There can be no greater error than to expect, or calculate upon 

real favors from nation to nation. Tis an illuſion which experience muſt cure, which a 

juſt pride ought to diſcard. _ 3 I „

The Attorney-General, to whom was referred the petition of Mary Hanſen, widow and 
relect of John Hanſen, deceaſed, by the Hon. the Houſe of Aſſembly, reſpectfully reports 
That on the twenty-ſecond day of March, in the year one thouſand ſeven hundred 
and ſeventy-four, the King of Great-Britain granted to John Hanſen, the huſband of 
the petitioner, an annuity of five hundred pounds ſterling, payable out of the quit-rents 
ariſen or to arife in the province of New-York : That on the eighth day of December, 
in the ſame year, a new grant was made to the ſaid John Hanſen, and at his ſolicitation 
payable out of the ſame fund, of one thouſand pounds fterling, and of an annuity of 
three hundred pounds ſterling for nine years, and five hundred pounds ſterling for life 
thereafter ; in confideration whereof, the ſaid John Hanſen releaſed to the King of 
Great-Britain all right and intereſt under the firſt grant. It is ſtated in the petition, 
that John Hanſen received during his life one thouſand and eight hundred pounds.— 
This ſtatement is probably accurate, as that ſum was nearly due at the time of the de- 
claration of independence, to which period it is te be preſumed the annuity was paid. 
From the fourth of July, 1776, until the eighth of December, 1782, John Hanſen 
would have been entitled to an annuity of three hundred pounds ſterling, equal at that 
time to about the ſum of one thouſand eight hundred and ninety nine pounds 
ſterling ; from that period until his deceaſe, which happened in May, 1785, an annuity 
. of fivehundred pounds ſterling would be equal to one thonſand one hundred and fifty. 
pounds ſterling—making in, the whole the ſum of three thouſand and fifty-two pounds

The guit-rents, or the fund appropriated for the payment of the foregoing ſums of 


money, by the event of the late revolution and the independence of the ſtate of New- 


York, became and are now by law declared to be veſted in the people of this ſtate ; 
and the queſtion occurs, how far the grant to Mr. Hanſen is to be conſidered as a lien 
on ſuch fund: The queſtion is important, and ſubje& to ſome embarraſſment. No ex- 
preſs legal adjudication has been found to guide the judgment of the Attorney-Gene- 
ral on this occafion, From a full inveſtigation of the ſubject; and the beſt conſid- 


| eration he could beſtow thereon, it is his opinion, that admitting a fimilar.caſe to exiſt 


between individuals, a fund appropriated for the payment of an annuity, notwithſtand- 
ing any forfeiture or alienation thereof, would continue reſponſible for the diſcharge 
of ſuch annuity ; and there does not appear to him any rational diſtinction between 
ſuch caſe and the one above ſtated. The King of Great-Britain could not re voke his 
grant, a ſpecific fund being chargeable therewith : His revenue from quit-rents be. 
came forfeited to the people of this ſtate: As they derive the benefit of ſuch forfeit- 
ure, ought they not to ſatisfy all legal incumbrances thereon? It is proper to obſerve, 
that the original grants or warrants were not produced to the Attorney-General.—lt 
is alledged they were miſlaid or loſt by accident, during the late war. Satisfactory 
evidence, though, of the above ſtated facts, appears by certain recitals contained in 
the above mentioned releaſe from Mr. Hanſen to the King of Great-Britain, and which 
is recorded in the Secretary's office of this ſtate, a copy whereof is berewith ſubmit.
